HAMBURGERS ARE FOUND TO 
BE IMPURE BY fHARMACTSTS 



Hamburger steak sold nt ovcry 
market in Ann Arbor is impure. 
Moreover, as far as observations 
could be made, not a pure hamburg- 
er has been sold here for three years. 
Br. W. S. Hubbard, secretary of the 
pharmacy department made state- 
ments to this effect yesterday. Dr. 



Hubbard's class in drug and food an- 
alysis is now making its second an- 
alysis of hamburger sold at Ann Ar- 
bor markets, and so far results show 
no improvement over the experiment* 
of previous years. 

Hamburger steakB which are being 
served at boarding houses and res- 
taurants and "hamburger joints" arc 
declnred "injurious to the health" by 
state law, containing large quantities' 
of sodium sulphites. In Detroit, 
Grand Rapids and St. Joseph, and 
other places merchants have been 
prosecuted for selling meat of no 
worse quality than that which is sold 
daily in Ann Arbor stores. 

Dr, Hubbard says that sulphite will 
permit one gram hnmburgers to con- 
tain 3,0(10,(100 bacteria without smell- 
ing, three times as many as it could 
otherwiso contain. The preservative 
also gives the meat a red, healthy ap- 
pearance which will permit it to re- 
main exposed two or three weeks be- 
fore decomposition commences. —Mi- 
chigan Daily.
